out to sua, but tho English man-of-war 
Calliope waj tho only ono able to gut ont 
of the harbor. Several merobaiitiiieu suf- 
fered. Tho bark Peter Godeflrey, another 
bark of the seven coasting vessels, was 
wrecked and four poraons reported 
drowned. The Calliope was bound for 
Sidney. 'The Godeffrey had just arrived 
from Sidney. 

KOIlMHll NAVAL DI.SAKTEH.S. 

Tho disaster of .Apia harbor is tho ae- 
vurust, so far as thu desLriiction of tho 
vessels ia coiiceriiuil, that tho navy has 
yet oxporiencud by the storiii at sua. 
There havo been instances, liowevor, 
whore larger numbers of lives wore lost. 
The most notable of tlieso naval diaastcia 
was the sinking of the Albany off tho West 
Indies in 1853. Neither the vessel nor 
the 200 iiorsous cm hoard were ever heard 
of. In 1858 tliu Lfitud States Slooji-of- 
war Lavaiite, with 200 jiuoplu on board, 
wont down in the I'acilic, and Wiis never 
heard from. In 1803 tho brig Rainbridgo, 
wont down off Ca))0 llattorna and only 
one negro was saved. The Monongahel 
was washed ashore at Santa Onus by a tidal 
wave in 18C7. and landed on top of snmo 
hoiiHus, she was finally launched and re- 
paired and ia now m ueu. The Waterce 
and the !' redoaia were capsi/.ed by a tidal 
wave caused by an oarthiiuake oil' the 
Coast ol Peru. The Wateroe was carried 
inland for a conaiderablo distance, and, 
strange to say, noi-o of the crew wore 
drownod or killed. Tho worst disaster to 
a Uni'od .Status Aiasel during last year 
was tbo aiiikiiig of thu Huron in a storm 
oil' Cnrratuct beach, near Capo llalteras, 
in 1870. Ensign (now Lieut.) Luimuii 
Young was the oiil.y man on board saved 
from tlio wreck, and he was at the navy 
departniuitt to-day making inquiries con- 
cerning some of his old shipmates, who 
were on board the U. .S. vessels at Apia. 
Tho ill-fiited Vatidaliahad 200 otlicorsand 
men; tbo Nipsic, 180, and thu Trenton 
•120, making in all 800 otlicors, sailors and 
marines on board thusu threo vessula. The 
Oennan corvette ' <lga, that was rujiorled 
to havo sunk the Nipsic during an ongage- 
mont last month, carried '.'57 men; the 
.Adler uan iud 127 and thu Lber 87, a to- 
tal <if 181.

THE SALMON TRADE. 

Seven Hundred Tliouaand Cases Hold, and Net 
a FUh Caught. 

San Fkancisco, March 28.— The open 
season for canning salmon in Oregon and 
California, which will legally begin on 
Monday, April 1st, catisus conaiderablo 
interest among curtain commissioti mor- 
eliants. It is claimed, and the chiim ia 
confirmed in sevorid i)u;irters, that salos 
of the catch of 1889 aggregate about 700,- 
000 cases, and not a single lish caught. 
Of course, it is reasonably sure that the 
Hah exist, and that they will bo caught 
and canned, because a larger quantity 
than that has been camiod annually for 
several years. Tho bottom of tho buai- 
nuss ia not likely to droj) out entirely in a 
single yuar. Some [lartiua niaj' not catch 
all thu fish tbuy havo sold, but thoy will 
doubtless be able to fill contracts by buy- 
ing of those who will have a surplus. We 
are informed that all tho salmon to bo 
canned on the Sacramento River this 
year havo been sold except one brand. 
Most of thoao expected to bo canned 
in Oregon and British Columbia 
havo also been sold. In fact 
till) movuniunt in ftiturus this 
yuar bcgtm in British Columbia, and pro- 
bably 90 pet cent of the pack in that sec- 
tion has been disposed of. Very liberal 
sales of futures of Alaska salmon have 
also bunn made. .All of the British Col- 
umbia salmon purchaseil are for England 
and Australia. 'I'his is also true ot most 
of the purchases of Oregon and Alaska- 
salmon. The object of the purchasers is 
not ao clearly dotitied. 

A plausible theory is that the English 
buyora havo bought heavily in order to 
protect the stock already on the English 
iiiarkut and afloat there. All of tho 
British Columbia pack of 1.S88 has been 
received at English porta, together with 
all of thu Oregon. salmon of tho pack of 1888 
designed for that market, and considerable 
consignments of Alaska salmon. The 
Senator arrived on the 26th inst. with 
51,000 cases. There are still some invoices 
of Alaska salmon en route, bat the quan- 
tity is not large. " 



THE TEA TRADE.

KverythiiiL' he does has a tliri^et refcreneo 
to thu liusiiiesa of making; liiui export and 
efiiGient in the work he intends to do 
The consequence is that if he has the 
requisite natural powers he turns out t 
be a good rower, runner or boxer. Th 
trainer brings out tho [towers ho posses 
ses and leaches him how to make a gnm 
use of thrm. It is very dill'erent, indeed, 
with what is called e.iv. Wi ii.'c educ 
tion. The Jjiijiil's i::iiul is treated as if it 
were a .sp(/iii;e, witii no mlier faculty than 
to absorb. Jle is sinfeiti.-d with lessons. 
He /eo/'/i.-i this and lio Ir ii iis tliat, imt lie 
(iocs little or n.ithiuu;. llu does nut learn 
by doing as the rower does. That is tl 
natural way to loara, and the wa) 
must all Icani in tho long run. But the 
pity is that most of us, as things ar 
must do it when wi' yo out into the world 
after wli.it i,H c dled our " education 
liiii.ihed. 'I'liis i.-; every man's oxperielico 
who kuowM anythinij wiii-ih speaking of 
Ho ha,s heen found to le.ich himself ,-iflel 
ho has left M hnnl.

Sharp, pr.i<-tic,il mon who .sou 
so iiiai;y lo.-inied dunces in tlm worhl, wh( 
tind that nnmliers of l.ads when tlujy hjavc 
Hohool hinc no id.-.i hmv lo use Iheir 
bruili.H, but nuist Ije educated over .again 
before tliey are of any use, declare lli.it 
education is a failure. And n<i the kind 
of education thoy receive is a failure. But 
ia the education which the shari) man has 
himself had a failure 7 fie perluips com- 
menced life with very few advantages, 
educational or other, lie had to learn to 
use lii.s wits in a \ery big collogo indood. 
Tho world wa.s his .-olleoc, .and almost 
every one he mc-t to a gre.iler or less 
degr.a! his li-acher. lie liad always to 
keep a sharp lo.i|;-ont. lie tried and 
bkuHlered, he tried again and did better. 
His very blunders hecamo his teachers, 
and in tho end Iieljied hiiu along, lie 
learned by doing, liia brain becanio an 
effeobivo iiiBtrumont which ho had com- 
pletely under iiis control. He owes viiry 
little to tho schools, but ho is very far 
indued from lieing an inieducatod man. 
His mind i.^; not a liiiiilu'r room for lui- 
used and iiselu.s.s firnituro. It is 
rather a factory in which there 
is nothing unnooessary but every i>iirb 
pf whose jnttoliindry is umley 'liis control 



and can he brought' into effective action 
w ith telegraphic speed.' 

The educationists are beginning to see 
that there is something wrong with their 
systems, and when thuy travel a little 
h)n(;er (,n tlio jtath that some of the most 
advanced of then, have only just ontcrod, 
tharo will be an cducitioiml revolution, 
and schools will turn out mon of trained 
bodies and trained minds, nob mere well- 
tilled intellectual sponges. The world 
wants all the educatioti itoati get. lb does 
not HosBoss too much power of brain. 
And men have not B titho of the know- 
ledge that thoy ought to possess and 
which thoy must possess in order to niaUe 
the world a tit place for civili/.od men to 
lii-e in. Tho probloma of the future are 
inunenaoly diflicult, but they jniust be 
solved, or there is a bad time ahead for 
our children and our children's chilAen. 
Without education, and the proper kind 
of eductvtion, for the masses as well as tho 
dasses-'-for the masses, indeed, moro 
than the classes— the world will, in tho 
iHit distant future, bo in a bad way. A 
w ise but cynical Kuglish btatosman, when 
he saw that political power could not be 
withhold fuMU the mass of the British 
nation, said : "llereare our ma.-ders ooino, 
let us educate them." This is a saying of 
deep import, and applies, not to Great 
Britain, but to tho whole civilized world. 

Tho organ of tho ( Ipiiositimi yesterday 
made a very lame attempt to excuse Mr. 
Keaven's neglect ui the matter of the Pub. 
lie Accounts. It tries to throw die blame 
on tho Ohatrnian of the Committee. "He 
did not call the Committee together und 
therefore the Opposition are free from 
blame" is, in effect its justitication of the 
Opposition's failure to perform its most 
inipiu'tant duty. It does not siiy that Jlr, 
Beaven or Mr. (Irant or any other mem- 
ber of the (Ipi)osition ever asked 
Mr. Tlieoilore Uavie to convene 
the connnitteo. This wa,s a very easy 
thing to do. If tliey .iaw tlial tlie chair- 
in ni was inclined to neglect his duty it 
w as incumbent on them to remind him of 
it, and not to allow him to rest until he 
had given them the opportunity to make 
the necessary investigation. His slack- 
ness was no excuse for ihoir ucfaithful- 
nes3. If they had intiin led a desire for 
the meeting of tlui conni itue, Mr. Davie 
would, no tloubt, have been only too well 
pleased to acconiui.iiiale ihem. It has 
iitit been their habit to bo so back- 
ward. At idher sessions, wlieii tlie^' hoped 
or ex|>ected to got " amnuiidlion " by 
an exaniiiiatioii of tho I'ublic Accounts 
they were ready enough to demand that 
the ounimittee bo convened. But this 
session they had to be reminded of their 
duty by the President of the Council. 
Never before was there an Opposition so 
a|iatluitic or 30 unfaithful as to require to 
be stimulated by the (iovorninent of the 
day to examine the I'ublic .-Vcconnts. The 
excuao jfivun by the leader of the Ojipo- 
.sition was worse than chihlish. If the 
supporters of the tioveriiment are pre- 
pared to whitewash any of its nieinhers 
who may have boon guilty of irregularities 
1 he greater reason was therefor tho leaderof 
the Opposition to ox{)oso what he found to 
he wrong. The investigation of tho Pub- 
lic Accounts is not made in tho interests 
of the Government or of its supjiortors in 
the Assembly, but in tho interest of the 
tax]iayers. The meml>ers of tho (Ippusi- 
tiiin .are the servants of the ])eople, and 
thoy .-we in duty hound to see that no one, 
high or low, in tho (iovermnent or out of 
ir, dofraud.s them to the amount of a sin- 
gle dollar. If the leader of tho Opposi- 
tion was faithful to tho trust 
reposed in him by tho people and 
had doubts of the fidelity of tho 
supporters of the Government he would 
have put them to the tost. Ho would 
li.avo shown where the public accounts 
were wrong, and woulil have dared Iho 
on the jieril of their political e.xi.stonce 
" .vliitcwa.'ih" the ( i-jvernnieiit "r :\iiy "f 
its members. \\'o do not believe that 
ilo'ie is one of them who woidd knowing- 
ly cloak any act of wrong-doing on the 
part of any member of the Executive. If 
they did so, tho leader of the Opposition 
could appeal to the coUBtituencies through 
the press, He could make his charge and 
adduce his proofs, and cull both the Gov - 
ernment and their supporters to tho bar of 
piildic opinion. And this ho would no 
dMiditdoifho had any charge to make. 
Tlie organ cannot makii the pi;'>ple believe 
that, the <.>p]iosition knowc.f any wrong- 
doing (ju the part of the ( Joverii ment , 
when t liiiy refuse to examine the public 
accounts und to formulate their accusa- 
tions. Any elector who has a grain of 
common aense will pay no attention to 
tho loose talk of members of tho Opposi 
tion, when thoy neglect to avail them- 
selvos of tho means at thoir disposal to 
show that there aro good grounds for what 
thoy have to say against tho Govoriiinoid. 
The only reasonable conclusion that any 
fair-minded man can come to is, that the 
Leader of tho Opposition knows well th.at 
his e,\cnse fid' iic^glccting his duty is a <lis- 
ingcnunus pielu-'it and that he is so un- 
scrupulous as to insinuate what ho well 
knows he cannot attempt to prove. 

,1 1'I'h'h'CIA'ri'JI) AND UNDBUSTool) 

A really good man is, after all, sooner 
or later, appreciated and understood. 
Tho world cannot bo so very wicked 
when men of all classes, jMirties, creeds 
and conditions, unite in praising a groat, 
man, who has lived a pure life. There 
was a time when John Bright was looked 
upon by a very largo ela.ss of l';iioli.shmen 
.IS almost everything tliid, was bad. He 
was a "radical," and to he a radical in tho 
lirnt half of this century was to be a man 
to he denounced and discountenanced in 
every shape and way. In the csliinalion 
of very many it was impossible for ,'i 
radical to bo a good man. He was regard- 
ed as a dauguriius disturhor of Hoeioty, a 
destroyer of all that was venerable and 
venoratod in church and state, a pestif- 
erous lovelier, a man without reverence 
for what was sacred, or without admir- 
ation for what wos good. To say that a 
man was a radical in some circlos, was to 
allix to him a stigma of what at the time 
apjicared to he, indelible di.sgracu. It 
was John Bright's fate to light against 
prejudiooB (ho must deep-rooted political,' 



Booialand religious. - Bub the man possessed 
a serene courage which xanuot be suOici- 
ently admired^'^Bti''Woi^on doing what 
his juvlginont and his comcionce told hini 
to bo right. He never a,iparontly waiteil 
to ascertain whether the CHUEU he advo- 
cated or tho ^iewH he expressed wore 
popular or unpopular, whether tho course 
he pursued would bring him honor or 
expose him to reproach. It was BuQioient 
for him that ho was satisfied in his own 
mind, that what ho did and what he 
taught was right and true. Ho loft the 
conseiiiiences to take care of thomsolvos. 
He made a host of oneinies by his advo- 
cacy of free trade, but he kept on advo- 
cating it when it was unpopular with as 
much earnestness ami energy OS lio did 
after it had made millions of converts and 
hod become the economic creed ot the 
British nation. He was a man of peace. 
Ho hated war, and had a horror of the 
fearful consequences that follow in its 
train. lie was an advocate for peaeo 
when the whole indion was shouting for 
war, and when his advi'cacy brought upon 
him the contempt of very mauy whose 
esteem and respect he prizcil most higldy 
At the ccpinincncciueiit of the .\mericHH 
civil war he championed the cause of the 
North, although the great majority of his 
countrynioii, and particularly those with 
whom bo -wos most closely associated, 
sympathized with the South. Ho was a 
warm friend of the Irish cause when to 
side with Ireland was in I'higlaiul looked 
upoiiasalmost.if not altogether, disgraceful. 
When he disapproved id' the course which 
his dearest and moat respi-cled political 
friend w,is pursuing w it h ri'g.ird to Irel.-iiid 
he did noi ln-sitato to uppoye him ami side 
with 11 who h.id been his lifo-long oppo- 
nents. As time went 011 mon saw the 
sLorling indexible integrity of tho nnvn 
and he extorted tho respect of tho moat 
energetic of his opponents. His eloquence 
was always admired, but his ellbotive- 
iiess as a speaker in the early part of 
his career only intensilied t ho bate of tlio 
men ag.ainst whoso policy that cloquenee 
was direided. But ill his latter ye.ars this 
hatred entirely d isapp.; iied and thi) mi ui 
ber.s of the pally whose nu'asures .lolui 
Bright opposed respected and admired him 
i|iiito as heai-l ily and and as Kinccrely as 
the men whose policy be advocated. Long 
before he died .lobll Bright was Under- 
stood by his coinitrymen. While still on 
this earth lie reaped some, at le.ist, of the 
fruits' of a well-spent life and of groat 
t. dents unsparingly exercised in the cause 
of bis country and of humanity. The world 
honoured him us a great and good man. It 
is a reproach to the n.ition in who.-e ser- 
vice his life was sijeiit that the Imdyid 
this |iiiro aiid gifted I'higli.sh stat esiii.-iii i: 
not allowed a place anuuig Ibit-iin's lion 
ored dead.

There are no i|iiartei'3 for the ullicers, 
there is no eonk luaise, there are no cells, 
there are no married .seri^eaiils' ipiarters, 
no married men's (pi.irteis, no [laraile 
ground, but simlily throe lails iu tliu 
midst of a dunao wood. 1 eaiiiioL bUmu 
the Minister of Militia, because there 
may be circumstances over which he has 
no cimtrnl. Last yeai he told us ho was 
ill the hands of the Kniaiice Minister. I 
trust the Kiiiaiu-e Minister .iiid the Minis- 
ter of Miiiiia '«ill put their lieads together 
and see it they eaiiiiotdo more jnatieo to 
those men, for it is an injustice to treat 
them— as tine a body of men as can lie 
found in the world— in the uianner iu 
whieli they are bein;^ treated. 1 have 
heard il .said thai, if they do not like to 
put 14) with it, they can resign. 1 ihi 
nut think any iioii. gent Icuiaii on the tioor 
of this liouse Would make that, remark if 
ho thought of wliatiiowas Wiying, because 
these men enutriictod to give their ser- 
vices to the (iovoriiinent for certain eon- 
sideratious, in the .same way as any clerk 
who i.s engaged by A merchant. They 
eiuitracled to give iheir services foracer- 
taiii amount of mmiey per day, certain 
(quarters, and certain allowances, which 
are all laid down by I lie rules and regula- 
tioub of the militia. 1 believe these men 
have done their duty and have carried out 
their contract, luit I risgret to.say thatl dont 
think the I luvi^riiinent iiavo carried out 
theirs in this particular. In regard to tho 
pay of the.so men, the ollicers particularly 
are lalioriiig under great disadvantages in 
being stationed in j!rilisli Columbia, be- 
cause of the great diU'erelice in the cost of 
living between Dnti.sh Columbia and tho 
east. 1 liave hero n soalo of i>rico3 of cer- 
tain things and of certain services render- 
ed which 1 will not detain the House by 
reading, but this slalemeiit of prices was 
compiled liy the contractnr who supplies 
the l)attery with groceries, lie gives a 
long list, of theartu-les which ho supplies, 
ami proves that tlio prices |iaid in British 
Columbia over the prices paid for tho same 
articles in tho east are from 25 to 40 pur 
cent. more. T have another list hero of 
services and l.ilior. This has been com- 
pileil by a geiitlcm III who lived many years 
iiieastein ( ana la, and has lived live or 
six year.s in liiiiish C<iliuiiliia, and he 
knows what he is talking about. 1 will 
mention only a few of the items. He says 
that repairs to boots and shoes costs ItJi) 
)ior cent, more, tRiloriiig 100 per cent, 
more, milk 100 (ler cent, more, cab hire 7i> 
per cent, more, Imrse hire 75 per cent, 
nuire; and there ifl another item which is 
of great imiinrlance in a country like ours 
where we want poiuilatioii, and, as ho has 
a largo family, I haveiio dimbthe is cuinpe- 
tanttospeak in regard to it, and that is that 
a monthly nurse charges 125 per cent. more. 
1 do not know anything about that my- 
self, but I am sure he would not have put 
that down unless he had proved it. I 
know that all Imperial odieers who have 
been stationed in Victoria or Ksipiiiualt 
have got an extra allowance 011 (iceount ol 
the extra cost of living thoro. I have a 
letter from ti guutliMnan who has been for 
the la.st iwd years an I mjierial army olh 
cer, in wliiidi lie .'lays :

Now, sir, I his is from an Imperial oflicer, 
who was oil duty at Esquiniait for a long 
i Miie. 1 may state that even the banks 
agree that their othcors should have more. 
Here is a letter from tho manager of the 
Bank of British North America, in Vic- 
toria: — , 

"DBAn.SlR:— InaiiHWer lo ymir Icllcr ul' Iho 
IstinHtmil, I would inform you lliatiui a low- 
am 1; pav. JS-'iiKl iioraiimim, is niado lo our elorUa 
V i,ilr ii'i viiiK liiobaiik ill Victoria, to coiiiiieii- 
t,.in ili.ia tor Ihoiiildilioiial cost of living here, 
lis eemiiared with Ontario and tjinihee." 

Now, when you take that into considera- 
tion, and also the fact I hat tho poatdfhco 
rillicials who are in the pay of this govern- 
ment at the present time in Ibitish Col- 
umbia, are allowed, I tliink, 'S) per cent, 
extra for provisional allowances, and also 
taking into roiisideraiion llie fact that tho 
govorntin nl. iiave agreed lo ;'ive the gun 
uorsof •'0" Battery an e.xiia lTi jier cent 
advance on their wages iheir wages 
reaching tho enormous sum of 50 cents a 
day— I think that when you look at all 
these facts, you iniiHt agree that if it is 
necessary for tho gunners to have tliat iii- 
oreaso, it must be far more necessary for 
the officers to have an inereaso. 1 may 
Bay that tlio iilVieeiH find the heavy ex- 
pense of living is a great hardship at the 
present time, dwiiii; to their not having 
proper ipiaitors. It- nniat be reniemborod' 
that they are brought into contact with 
ollicers in the Imperial .4ervice, and they 
have to keep up a eerlaiii a|ipearaneo ; 
and I d(i not think any Imn. genlleman in 
this House iviiuld for a moinont expect 
an ollieer of Oaiiada to b.-havu oMiorwise, 
or live dill'orontly, from any ollicfer of any 
other .,ipj)untilyf lb is- very difljoult to-day 
for an odiccr to live on tho salary they 
got from this governnieiit, and tho only 
way Ihey can do it is In allow tluim free 
fuel, and free cpiarters and cheap soldiers' 
service. An ollieer must eoino to grief 
unless ho lias either the one or tho other; 
that is tho only way lio can got on. I do 
not ask you to take my unsupported opin- 
ion, but I will refer you to the report of 



the goneral-o'ffirti* coiiiraanding the militia 
in Oanada^jiaj.wjiioh, reporting to tho 
Minister o£ Biiiitia, ho aays: 
"1 lio|)otliubnrrncka/or this school will uo 

llnlaliod next year " 

This is in regard to "C" Battery—

I am perfectly aware that the ollicers 
are allowed a certain small allowance at 
the jiresent time for lodgings, but it is 
simply nothing for a iihico liTco Victoria. 

I may also state that some of the married 
sergeants, and some of the married men, 
are living in sheds that were ]iut up on 
tho fair grounds for the aceomuiodation of 
the horses exhibited at the agricultural 
show. 1 have seen them on a rainy day 
nearly drowned out. 1 do not think this 
is the right way to treat our militia men 
who are serving the cduiitry, and no won- 
der there is a good deal nf grtmibling and 
many desertions. 1 will imt take the 
time of the House in slating wliat 
buildings 1 think are iieoessary In 
be put up by the Minister of 
Militia, because I believe that after ho 
has read the reports again he , will do 
what is right. But I think ho ought to 
give the men what exactly they are on- 
titled to, nothing more and nothing loss. 
1 have asked him before, 1 am asking him 
now, and 1 shall continue to ask until lie 
either gives me a very good reason why 
ho should not give an oxtra allowance, or 
olso yield to our reasmmble retpiest. La.st 
summer I was very glad to see both the 
members from Hamilton visiting Victoiin, 
and 1 hope they will endorse wdiat I have 
said as to the barracks, which they visited. 
1 can state without hesitation that if the 
minister will confer with the geiier.-il 
ciininiiindilig, or with any of tho pei inaii- 
oiit heads, or others who ought to kiiuw, 
and who do know, he will find that they 
will all agree in saying that it is iiupeia- 
tivoly necessary that the barracks should 
bo built for that battery, and that the 
battery should have soino extra allowance. 

Sir Adolph Caron- My hoii. friend was 
rather severe, 1 think, when he slated in 
his opening remarks, that iny promiRes 
wore made to be broken. 

Col. Prior— Uh, no; I did not .say thai. 
Sir Adolph Caton— I think the only 
difliculty between inyboii. friend and my- 
self is that he fancies, possil.ly, that I 
may take a little more time than I should 
in earring out my pniniises, but it is cer- 
tniiily uiy intention Id carry out all the 
proiniaes 1 have made to the Inui. gentle- 
man. With reference td the barracks, it 
in true that tho tpiarters of tho battery at 
present are not what I should like the-n 
to be. As the hou. gentleman stated, I 
wont to Victoria and selected a site, and 
I gave (irilers to commence building the 
huts. The esliiiuiteH which the niini.sUr 
uf public work^ will bring down will show 
that 1 never considered that what bad 
boon done was all that wo iiiteiided to do 
so far as "C battery is concerned. The 
hou. gentleman speaks of tho expense of 
living being far greater in Victoria than 
in Ontario or Quebec. Well, that is an 
evil which is being cured with the 00111- 
liletiun of the Canadian I'aoitic Kailway, 
by means of which eomuiuiiiea- 
tion is easily had with the east. 
The ditl'ereiico in the ex^ieiises are 
being reduced every day. 1 think 
it would be a very invidious dis- 
tinction to make any difleronce in the pay 
between the batteries in the Diiininion of 
Canada. The lu-incijial upon which all 
tho military forces are organized is that 
the same [lay shall be given to all nieiii- 
bers of tho force of eipial graile. The 
hon. |{entloman states that wa lia\ e made 
a diSoirence in so far as the rank and tile 
are coiicernod. We made this ditleronce, 
that if they carried out their term of en- 
gagement for three years they should re- 
caive at tho end of the period a bonus of 
10 per cent, per bead in addilioii to the 
ordinary payment, or HO percent. At 
that tiiiio it was considered an indiico- 
ment to get some men.ber.i of the otIiiM' 
batteries who enlisted in "C ' liattery, to 
go nut to British Columbia. 1 was very 
glad indeed to see how well "C" Battery 
wa.i received by all tho members of our 
military force in British Columbia. They 
were treated as eomr.-ides, and the 
good feeling shown tliein has increased 
eversince they have been .serving with 
tho ordinary militia in British Columbia. 
1 think when the plan which is eontom- 
plated is carried out, the hon. gentleman 
will agree that wo desire to treat "0" 
Battery in Victoria fully as well as any 
other battery in Canada. I know very 
welllhat they hri'-" 111 Iiul U]) with very 
many inconveniences, but the new bar- 
racks will bo so purfect that 1 lio|ie i." will 
make them forgot the little inconvoni- 
onco which they have sufiFored. 1 am sure 
the hon. gentleman lias shown a great deal 
(if inturoat, he has spoken to mo time and 
again about I he matter, .■ind 1 think h 
will find that what 1 have promised to do 
for "C" Battery will be fully carried 

Col. I'rior— Tho Minister misunder- 
stood me when ho supposed that I .said 
that his promises had been broken. 
I said that his pnunisca wore 
made to be broken — there 

reat deal of diU'erence. In regard t 
diH'creiico in the cost of living', I may state 
that although the lion, geiitleuiaii says 
that the completion of the f .aiiadian I'a- 
cilic Hallway brings ill iwii tlie prices, Mr, 
.Smith, the Deputy Minister of .Marine, 
told nie, after be had taken a trij) down 
tho coast to Sun Kraneisco, that he had 
come to iliu coiK'liisiini that Victoria was 
one of tlie ileare.sl places to live in on tho 
whole I'.icilic ciiasl. 'i'liey are liigliiu-, and 
lhe\' will continue to bo higher, 

Sir Adolphu Carol! - In regard to su]i- 
plies, wo hnd that the prices in the con- 
tracts for supplies in British Columbia are 
about tho same as in other districts. I do 
not know whether the contractor was so 
anxious to siijijily "C" liattery thai he re- 
duced his prices, but the contracts are at 
about the sainu prices as in olher districts 
Mr. McMullell I see lliitt^ $'_'S.00() 
wore oxiiondod last year 011 "(^'" Battery. 
St:!0() is down for six months' ground rent, 
'io whom was that paid / 1 was looking 
iivoi the place when I visited there, and 
I thought it a very high rout. 

Sir Adiiliiho Cirmi -It isnot for ground 
rent. It is for the barracks which the 
"C" Battery iiro now dccupying. 

Mr. Wilson (Klgin)--Wiiat anioiiiit was 
appropriated to "C" Battery last session, 
and what amount has been o.xponded to 
date ? 

Sir Adolphe Oaron— 850,000 for pa) - 
nient of stafl', officers, men and niainton- 
aiiee, and for tho maintenance of tho 
battery. 

Mr. Wilson (Elgin)— Hai; the total siiin 
been expended 'I 

Sir Adolphe Caron— I presented a re- 
tuhi in lanawer to. a question put by the 
hon'.' memli'ef.''' T think about §7,01)0 has 
hoeii expended upon tho now building 
and an appnijiriation will appear in the 
eslimatOB brought down by tho Minister 
of Public Works. 

' Mr.' Wilson (Klgin). It is clear that 
the dopartniont had money with which it 
Cdiild liavo improved tho condition of 
"(!" Battery. There appears to be no 
reason why the work was not carried on 
more rapitUy. Can the iniiiisier give any 
roftsonablc explanation / If he cannot, 
tho hon. member had just cause to com- 
plain that tho inon aliould be compelled 
to live in barracks such as ho described. 
As to the question of oxponsoa of living, 
that is a difl'oront (piostion; but the Houao 
should know why "C" Battery had nut tlie 
amount appro(n-iatod devoted lo the ]iiir- 
poso for which it was voled. 

Sir Adolphe Caron. The solo reason 
why tt balance romained was that wo could 



not have coinnioncad without a further 
appropriation to; pgtty; ; out the wor k of 
constructing the" burraoka to bo put up 
for tlie force. ' " : 

Mr. Clusholm— 1 endorso everything 
thac has been said by my colleague from 
British Columbia (Mr. Trior), in regard 
to the higher cost of living in British Ci_>- 
linnbia. I dusiro to euquiro whether it is 
the intoutioii nf the government to do 
this year something towards fortifying the 
city of Vancouver, which is tho terminuB 
of tho Canadian Pacific Railway and tho, 
port of landing of the Chinese steamers. ! 

Sir. A(h)li)ho Caron— T can only answer! 
the hon. gentleman, as 1 have already re- 
plied to another hon. gentleman, that tho 
(|ueation of defence is now being studied 
by a conunission that has been aiipointod, 
and tho govornmoiit of Canada and the 
Imperial govornmont have boon in com- 
munication in regard to the same (]U08- 
tion. I am not in a position to give tho 
hon. gentleman any further iiiforiiiatiou 
at present.

Duellugr Furpoiies. 
. A reporter of the New York Evening 
Pout was talking ^vith one of tbe pro- 
prietors of a big down-town outlery-houso 
wlien a customer entered and said he 
wished to see soino bowie-knives. A varied 
usHortmont was shown to him, and hi; 
selected one, paid for it,, and went out. 
"What on earth is ho going to do with 
thati" asked tbe reporter, as the customer 
disappeared thi'ough the doorwaj*, "Fight 
a duel or what?" "Scarcely," ' laughed tho 
proprietor,"as ho took up; one of the keen 
. blades and ran his thumb-nail over It. "Me'u 
don't fight duels with bowie-knives now- 
adays'. He will probably use that knife in 
hunting." ■ 

"Are there many bowles sold for that 
purpose?" 

" Lots of thom. The bowio is one of tho 
most useful articles that a sportsman who 
is going for big game can carry, for it 
serves a number of purposes. With it u 
hunter can kill and skin his game, as well 
as cut wood for his camp fire. Tbebowii.'- 
kulfe of to-day is little used as a weapon of 
offense or defense, as it "has no show" 
when pitted against the solf-cooklug re- 
volver or repeating rifle. The knives wo 
' sell are well made In both blode and handle. 
The finest steel Is used and great caru in 
taken in finishing them. The handles mosi 
used are buokhorn, but some sportsaien 
prefer deer's-foot or ivori', silver mounted, 
and for such they pay a fancy price, often 
as high as fifteen or sixteen dollars." 

J' Where are bowie-knives nianufaoturod?"

Yeatei- 
day, however, it was ci. dined that the two 
coiii|iaiiies were entirely ditl'ereiit corpo- 
rations, and while tho A. it N. W. was 
legally bound to build the road, they hav 
ing transferred all their rights and piivi 
legoa to the Canadian Pacific, it would 
only aenm natural that the latter com 
pany aliould carry out the obligation of 
the A. A N. \V. Undoubtedly Ibo Can 
adiaii Pacilie ia morally bound to build 
the line, but judging from what traii.spired 
in tho conniiittuu that corporation which, 
like nearly all railway corporations, ap 
pears to be conscienceless and soulless, is 
going to recogni/u no moral obligation at 
all, and cimaeijueiit ly Nova Scotia will 
have to look to tho government for jiia- 
tico. The clause proposed ny Mesara. 
Kenny and Jones to compel the C. P. R. 
to provide for the biulding of the link was 
rejected by a large majority, indicating 
clearly that the comiiaiiy's lobbyists had 
worked to coiiaiderablo advant<igo.

Tho debate on tiirHiehai'd Cartwright'a 
unrestricted reciprocity resolution was 
brought to a close on Tuesday night. It 
was the llattOKt afiair of the kind it lias 
ever been my lot to listen to and every- 
body wua heartily glad, except one or 
two inenibei'3 who were anxious to place 
themselves on record, when Mr. Speaker 
issued Ilia mandate, "Call in the mom- 
burs." The vote was one of the lai'gest 
ever recordt^d in our parliamentary halls 
including tho Speaker there wero liOO 
members present. The government's 
majority was 41, which included iMeasra 
Skinner and Labrosae who were elected 
as liberals but who maj' now be elas.sed 
aiiiong the government supfiortera. Lady 
Stanley and several niembcra of the vice- 
regal household were intereated apectators 
from the gallery and they seemingly en- 
joyed the fun which took place between 
the time the bells were set ringing and 
the return of the whips.

Gentlemen, — We have now the pleasure of presenting our Animal Tlepovt for the year 1888-80, 
and to state that the Institution has been worketl in tlie most .siitisfuctory imuiner to all concerned, 
lit a reduced expenditure of $235.58, and had not the enhanced price of coals occurred, the expenditure 
would have been considerably less. 

Mr. !'". W. (larlaiul, fclie Stewiinl, ami liis wife, contiiuie to give the utmost satisfnttion to the 
Directors and the inmates, owing to tlie ellicient manner in wliicli they perform their respective duties, and 
their untiring efforts to promote the comfort and welfare of all those under their care. 

Tlie Directors regret liaving to report the death of their valued President and ce-Director, Alexander 
McLean, Esi(., during the past year. Mr. Joshua Davies was unanimou.slj'- elected to be his successor for 
the remainder of the term. 

The Government voted $2,000 toward the Convalescent Homo, $1,300 of which it will be observed 
is only thus far expended. 

The decrease in expenditure is due no dould in some measure to the extreme mildness of the 
past winter, lait also to the care ami supervi.siou of the working of tlie institution by the Visiting Surgeon, 
and the excellent management of the Steward and .stall" of assistants. 

The contract system for supplies still continues to work most beneficially for the interest of the 
Institution. 

Tho Directors iiegan their ti.seui year with a balance in hand of S27.'l2;^, and end it with a credit of 
S*JL).'3.74, out of which sum, however, certain liabilities have been incurred for furnishing, which will 
have to be met. 

The expenditure of the last six years compares as follows: 



The Treasurer has much pleasure in presenting Ms Ainiiial Statement of Accounts; the amount 
of donations and subscrijitioiis given are a proof of the increased interest taken by tho pui)lic in tho 
welfare of those who aro sick and uiuililc to help tliciusolvos, whil.st oxerci.sing tlic utiiuwt economy in 
the working of the Institution, tlie Directors aided by their indefatigable Steward, havo met every 
worthy case that presented itself during tho past year as liberally as possible, leaving a balance on hand 
of SGOS.!"!:, after payment of all known aeeouiits. 

The Directors have during past yeiu's had many calla made u[ion the institution from persons 
arri'ving froni Eastern Canada and the United Stsites, who after being with us a few days, have fallen 
sick and helpless, and required hospital treatment. In view of the increasing influx to our population 
it is only natural to expect a larger ex^ienditure under this head, and tlie Directoi-s hope that the same 
generous support which has been accorded by the public in past years, will be continued duriiio- the 
cmTGiit one. 

Another new leiitiire during the past year may be noted witli satisfaction in the jirosent rejiort, 
namely, a Legacy of ><2r)0 from tlic late Richai'd Carr, Esq., which is jirobahly the lirst of its kind on 
record in tiiis city, and, it is lo bo liopctl our wealthy citizens will largely follow the excellent example set 
them in this respect. 

The Directors having foimd that it is more profitable lo purchase milk for the patients than keep 
cows for that purpose, rented tho land adjoining the llosiiilal for grazing, and it will be noticed that the 
income derived from this source has contributed largely towards the payment of the milk required. A 
small return has also been secured from the sale of refuse. 

Mr. (J. K. Wylly has kindly audited the books and accounts for the year (gratuitously) and his 
certificate of same is appended hereto.

It aftbrds the Directors much encouragement to witness the increased interest the jniblic have taken 
in the question of Hospitals, and if the minister.s of c// deiiomintitions could .see their way clear to join in 
the Hospital Sunday' Fund, a considerable sum could be easily raised yearly. The Directors are extremely 
obliged for, and desire to thank the respective donors of tho liberal sums subiscribed during the past year 

The Directors have likewi.se to tittiiik the Corporation for their Christmas donation of 820, Measr.s. R. 
Dunsnuiir & Sons, 5 tons Coal, ami numerous friends for donations of books, linen, preserved fruit, &c 
which the Steward has in most cases already aoknowledgod. 

The Directors cannot close this Report without referring with pi-ide to the construction of the new 
Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital, on the Cadboro Bay Road property. On its completion and being ready 
for occupation early in lH!tO, the patients of the Royal Hospital will bo transferred into it, and all case 
ic()uiriiig Hospital trcatnicnt can be then lietter dealt with. But the present Hospital must not be lost 
sight of, as its work has to be fully and cnicienti\- carried out until the new premises are ready, and tho 
Directors request that the lii)eral donations for the support of it, such as have been referred to, be 
continued until that time. 

The Directors have received an offer for the present Hospital site, witli free use of the building and 
necessary ground until tho Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital is ready for occupation. The ofier has been 
submitted to the Government.
